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INSTRUCTIONS FOR FILLING OUT 
WAIVER OF NOTICE ON  

TERMINATION OF CHILD SUPPORT 
 
 
This document may be used by the person receiving the child support (Obligee) if that person agrees that 
the child support should be terminated for the reason stated in the Application and Affidavit to Obtain 
Termination of Child Support, and may be filed at the same time the Application and Affidavit is filed.  
By signing this form, the Obligee is waiving the right to have the clerk of the district court send further 
notice of the request to have child support terminated. 
 
 
HEADING 
 
The heading on this pleading should be the same as the heading in the original action for divorce, legal 
separation, paternity, or child support.  The case number will also be the same.  
 

 Enter the name of the county where the original divorce, legal separation, paternity, or child 
support action was filed.   

 Enter the first, middle, and last names of the person who was listed as the plaintiff in the original 
action.  

 Enter the first, middle, and last names of the person who was listed as the defendant in the 
original action. 

 The Clerk of the District Court assigned a case number when the original action was filed.   
 
 

BODY OF WAIVER OF NOTICE ON TERMINATION OF CHILD SUPPORT 
 
In the first blank, enter  the first, middle, and last names of the person to whom the child support is 
being paid. 
 
Next you will see four options, each describing a possible reason for terminating child support.  Check 
the reason that applies to your situation.   
 
In the second paragraph, enter the full name of the child for whom support is to be terminated. 
 
On the date line, enter the month, day, and year the document is signed.
